Applicant argues that Kamerai does not disclose document storage; however, the Examiner maintains her position, as set forth in the final 
rejection mailed August 10, 2006. Furthermore, in order to attach a document electronically to a file, the document must be stored at 
some level, thereby addressing the claim language. Applicant challenges the official notice that "it is old and well-known in the art of 
document scanning to scan documents using optical character recognition" yet Applicant continues to state that "it was not known in the 
art to scan and OCR a document related to an intellectual property case and include the results of the OCR in the information about that 
case stored on a docketing system." Consequently, it is not clear whether Applicant is challenging the statement of official notice per se 
or the motivation to combine the official notice teaching with the Kamerai and Lee references. Since Applicant's challenge is unclear and 
unsupported, the challenge of Official Notice is deemed to be an improper and unpersuasive challenge.
